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March  9,  I960.  Meeting  was  held  in  Helena  with  all  members  present. 


The  calendar  year  report  for  1959  was  presented  to  the  Commission.  This 
report  showed  a decrease  of  $14*000.00  in  salaries  and  $6,000,00  in  expense 
over  the  195 S calendar  year  report. 


After  studying  the  financial  condition  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and 
the  Predator  Program  the  following  motion  was  made  and  passed?  "On  motion  by 
Mr,  Wilson,  second  by  Mr.  Moore , the  Commission  directed  that  the  same  mill 
levies  as  last  year  be  requested,  for  the  Livestock  Commission  funds  and  that 
the  mill  levy  for  the  Bounty  Fund  on  sheep  be  the  same  as  last  year  but  that 
the  mill  levy  request  on  Seattle  and  other  livestock”  for  this  fund  be  reduced 
from  "one  mill”  to  "one- half  mill".  The  motion  passed  on  unanimous  vote.  This 
will  mean  a saving  in  taxes  to  the  cattle  producers  of  approximately  $20,000.00 
annually. ?? 


The  Commission  approved  a procedure  for  arriving- at  income  and  costs 
of  maintaining  inspectors  at  the  licensed  livestock  markets  in  the  state. 

On  motion,  unanimously  adopted,  the  position  of  Chief  Inspector  is  to 
be  discontinued  as  of  January  1,  1961. 

The  Executive  Officer  was  directed  to  do  further  work  on  the  Butcher  & 
Hide  laws  seeking  practical  amendments  to  these  laws  which  will  provide  for 
live  inspection  of  livestock  before  slaughter  and  a permit  and  bill  of  sale 
system  to  take  place  of  the  present  hide  inspection  law. 

An  investigation  of  inspection  of  Montana  cattle  at  Belle  Fourche , 
Sturgis  and  Rapid  City  was  reported  on  and  the  Commission  ordered  that  a 
Montana  inspector  be  placed  at  those  markets  if  a practical  means  of  doing  so 
could  be  worked  out  with  the  South  Dakota  Stockgrower ! s Association. 


May  14,  15  & 16,  I960.  Meeting  was  held  at  Missoula  and  all  members  exeep 
Manly  Moore  were  present. 

Representatives  of  the  State  Packing  Industry  met  with  the  Commission  on 
proposed  changes  in  the  Hide  Law  and  Butcher  Law,  They  agreed,  that  inspection 
of  live  cattle  before  slaughter  would  be  practical  and  mean  a saving  in  their 
costs  as  well  as  to  the  livestock  industry.  The  Commission  thought  that  this 
change  should  be  made  as  it  will  give  more  protection  to  the  livestock  industry 
and  save  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  costs. 

Representatives  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Division,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  met  with  the  Commission  relative  to  their  operation  under  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  and  the  livestock  statutes  of  Montana.  Reciprocal 
agreement  on  bond  coverages  required  by  both  was  arrived  at. 

The  Commission  ordered  that  the  decision  by  the  District  Court  at  Baker 
finding  against  the  Commission  in  Civil  Gase  No.  3644-  (Baker  Sales  Barn,  Inc. 
vs„  State  of  Montana  Livestock  Commission)  be  appealed  to  the  State  Supreme 
Court  and  directed  the  Executive  Officer  to  take  any  necessary  actions  to  see 
that  appeal  was  made  and  perfected  and  further  authorized  him  to  employ  special 
counsel  to  assist  in  the  appeal. 

After  a thorough  study  of  finances  the  Commission  ordered  a nominal  cost 
of  living  salary  increase  of  $20,00  per  month  for  all  District,  Market  and 
Assistant  Market  Inspectors. 


MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1959-1960 

August  7,  1959*  The  Commission  met  at  Billings.  All  members  were  present 
except  Mr.  Peterson  who  was  unable  to  attend  for  personal  business  reasons. 

The  Commission  reviewed  all  information  on  Docket  No„  26,  an  application  by 
the  Baker  Sales  Barn,  Inc.  for  a license  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Baker. 
After  considering  all  exhibits , hearings  and  transcript  the  Commission, by  order , 
denied  the  application. 

Mr.  Cheney  notified  the  Commission  that  the  request  to  increase  the  mill 
levy  for  the  Livestock-  Commission  from  two  (2)  mills  to  four  (A)  mills  had  been 
approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalisation, 

It  was  decided  to  invite  all  cooperators  in  the  State  Predator  Program  to 
meet  with  the  Livestock  Commission  and  the  Governor’s  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Montana  Wool  Grower’s 
Association  to  settle  some  points  at  issue  between  the  cooperators . 

W.  L.  Giles,  District  Agent  for  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Administration, 
explained  the  bonding  of  livestock  buyers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce.  He 
agreed  to  provide  the  Livestock  Commission  with  a list  of  all  those  bonded  under 
the  Act  in  Montana.

December  6,  7 Sc  8,  1959*  Meeting  was  held  at  Billings.  All  members  were 

present. 

The  expense  of  District  State  Stock  Inspectors  was  thoroughly  studied, 
expecially  the  extra  cost  of  hauling  saddle  horses  and  the  Commission  decided 
that  the  results  obtained  justified  the  costs. 

It  was  established  as  a policy  to  require  retirement  of  personnel  at  the 
age  of  65  with  perhaps  some  exceptions  to  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Executive  Officer. 

The  Commission  was  notified  that  the  Baker  Sales  Barn,  Inc.  had  appealed 
the  order  in  Docket  No.  26  denying  the  application  to  operate  a livestock  market 

at  Baker,  Montana. 

Mr.  Dan  Fulton,  President  and  Everett  Shuey,  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Wool 
Grower's  Association  met  with  the  Commission  on  related  problems  and  expressed 
their  interest  in  operation  of  the  Commission,  the  Predator  Program,  finances, 
sheep  losses  by  theft  and  assured  the  Commission  of  the  Associations  continuing 

interest  and  cooperation. 

On  December  7,  the  Commission  met  with  the  Governors  Advisory  Committee 
on  Predatory  .Animal  Control,  members  of  the  Fish  & Game  Commission  and 
representatives  of  the  U.  S.  Fish  & Wildlife  Service,  all  cooperators  in  the 
State  Predator  program.  This  program  was  thoroughly  reviewed  and  conflicts 
of  interests  between  the  cooperators  were  explained  and  solutions  for  future 
planning  and  work  was  agreed  upon. 

On  December  S,  the  Executive  Officer  explained  in  detail  his  meeting  with 
the  Legislative  Council  on  their  study  of  consolidation  of  the  Livestock 
Commission  into  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  or  shipped  to  a licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale* 

Those  listed  under  “Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained,  under  “District  Inspectors’* « These  Inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and.  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses* 

Those  listed  'under  “Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin*  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  “District  Inspectors”,

At  the  Helena  office  214  reports  were  received  of  cattle,  horses  and  sheep 
being  lost  or  stolen.  The  number  of  head  involved  was  - 798  cattle,  66  horses 
and  1,002  sheep,  a total  of  1,866  head. 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report  until 
several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared*  This  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
tracing  and  locating  the  stock*  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in  to  the 
office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner.  The 
Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  conies  to  the  Helena  office. 

Ten  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing  stock 
were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F*  B,  I*  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states* 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  337  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond..  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  Inspected.

PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts.  Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs . Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor  * s Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U.  So  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service*  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members,  one  member  representing  each 
of  the  following!  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association.,  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 
Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  the  Montana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  - the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish  & Game  Depart- 
ment. The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee. 


Principal  predators  are  the  coyote,  bobcat  and  bear.  The  fox,  though  not  class- 
ed as  a predator,  continues  to  prey  upon  lambs,  poultry  and  game  liras* 

Control  involves  the  use  of  traps,  coyote  getters,  denning,  hunting  and  poison. 
The  airplane  Is  used  for  spot  shooting.  Throughout  the  State  2,061  stations  of 
1080  poison  were  placed.  The  weight  of  the  bait  was  109,233  pounds*  Records  kept 
of  the  amount  of  bait  eaten  showed  excellent  acceptance*  A reasonable  estimate  Is 
that  between  20,000  and  25,000  coyotes  were  taken  by  the  method®

The  principal  rodent  species  involved  in  control  operations  were  the 
Columbia  and  Richardson  ground  squirrel,  black-tailed  prairie  dog,  kangaroo 
rat , the  common  house  rat  and  pocket  gophers® 

Columbia  ground  squirrel  control  operations  were  conducted  in  seven 
counties:  Flathead,  Granite,  Lake,  Lincoln,  Mineral,  Powell  and  Ravalli • 

Weather  conditions  were  favorable  and  good  results  were  obtained® 

Richardson  ground  squirrel  programs  were  carried  out  in  Musselshell 
and  Yellowstone  counties  at  the  request  of  farmers  and  County  Commissioners® 

Good  results  were  obtained  with  the  use  of  1080  grain  treated  2-100 „ This 
species  continues  to  increase  in  the  central  portion  of  the  District* 

Prairie  dog  control  operations  of  a clean-up  nature  were  carried  on  in 
nineteen  counties  through  use  of  1080  grain  treated  2-100  and  carbon  bisulphide® 

Good  results  were  obtained  with  1080  grain  bait  on  the  kangaroo  rat  in 
McCone  County® 

A trial  extension  type  program  for  control  of  pocket  gophers  was  set  up 
in  Petroleum  County®  A rodent  control  foreman  spent  at  least  part  of  a day 
at  each  ranch  demonstrating  the  proper  method  for  best  results® 

1080  bait  was  used  with  good  results  on  the  city  dumps  at  Lewistown  and 
Hilger  for  control  of  the  common  rat® 

Jackrabbit  population  is  very  low  over  the  entire  State  and  no  control
